MOTION FOR A CONTINUANCE 

 Comes The Retzer Group, Inc., (hereinafter referred to as “Retzer”) by and through 

its attorneys, Ramsay, Bridgforth, Robinson and Raley LLP, and for its Motion for a 

Continuance of the Hearing Date submits the following: 

 An ex parte temporary restraining order was entered in this case on June 24, 2015.  

Retzer has filed a Motion Pursuant to Federal Rule of Civil Procedure 65(b)(4) to dissolve the 

temporary restraining order.   

 However, the temporary restraining order sets a hearing on a preliminary injunction 

request by the Petitioner Ms. McKinney on Thursday, July 16, 2015, at 1:30 pm in the Federal 

Courthouse in Little Rock.  One of the witnesses that will be called by Respondent Retzer is the 

owner Michael Retzer, Jr.  He is scheduled to be out of the country from July 15, 2015, until July 

26, 2015.  Considerable expenses have already been committed to that trip, and Retzer requests 

that the currently scheduled hearing date be rescheduled for a date that does not conflict with the 

time that he is out of the country.   

 Retzer has been served with the Complaint on Friday, June 26, 2015.  An answer to the 

Petition will not be due until twenty (20) days after service on Retzer. 
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 Retzer requests that the Court set a different hearing date for the temporary injunction.  

For the Court’s information, this matter is scheduled to be heard July 27, 2015, in Little Rock 

before an administrative law judge from the division of judges that hear these types of cases for 

the National Labor Relations Board.   

 Undersigned counsel for Retzer contacted counsel for the Petitioner and was advised that 

Petitioner objects to any change in the hearing date.   

WHEREFORE, The Retzer Group, Inc. prays that the date of the hearing for a 

preliminary injunction be changed to a date subsequent to Retzer having the opportunity to file 

its Answer.
